Glory and H Riches, m potent Motives to carry them through 
D and bring Things to a happy Iſſue: And ſince a great deal of 
time is required to bring ſuch kind of Projects to Perſection, People ought to arm 
themſelves with unexhauſtible Patience, to wait the happy Moment that is mar- 
ked out for the Accompliſhment of ſuch great Deſigns. It was after this manner 
that the Ancient Remans did ſucceed in the of the greateſt part of the 
World: They were Indefatigable, their Patience was proof againſt all ſorts of Suf- 
ferings, greateſt Dangers ſerved only to awaken their the great profit 
that they propoſed to themſelves from their Enterprizes, did bear them up agai 
all the Hardihips that coul fall in their way ; and the deſire of Glory whi hy 
to reap, did render every thing eaſie and agreeable, however pai 
and diſcouraging appeared at firſt view. May we not ſay, That theSCOTS 
having formed a , to e of 
DARIEN in the Well Tadies have determined to practiſe all thoſeVertues of which 
we have been ſpeaking, and which are eſſential in the Execution of ſuch _ En- 
terprizes; They have made appear with how much patience they could digeſt 
thoſe bitter Draughts which they were forced to ſwallow in the very Beginning 
of that Deſign, which were Harſh, Troubleſome and Diſcouraging, whuch any 
Man may eaſily figure to himſelf, in repreſenting thoſe people going about to 
Settle on a place deſtitute of all Things, expoſed to the Rigours ot the Cli- 
mate, to Miſerie, Hunger, Wild Beaſts, and diverſe Enemies who oppo” 
ſed themſelves to the good Succeſs of their Deſign; Their Conſtancie did 
ſignalize it ſelf in the Firmneſs with which they did rigorouſlie Reſiſt all theſe 
ſhips; And if the diſorder of their Affairs did force them ſometimes to yield 
to Neceſlitie, they did not for that loſe Courage, they did alwiſe perſiſt in the Re- 
ſolution not to abandon that poſt ; And if they did Retire, it was only to make 
the Leap the greater. In fine, they could not abandon that Enterprize, without 
Sullicing their Honour, and 8 themſelves to the Ignominie of Raſhneſs, 
Preſumption, and Weakneſs; And no Body can be ignorant, how Jealous the 
Scottiſh Nation is of their Honour and Glory: And it was in this view, and that 
they might not belie themſelves, that after (as it were) a ſhort Eclipſe, they have 
again Re-eſtabliſhed themſelves in Darien, with a full Reſolution to Mantain and 
Defend themſelves there, to the laſt Drop of their Blood, with a firm Expectation 
of Reaping the precious Fruits of their Travels, and to enjoy thoſe Treaſures and 
Advantages, which do freely offer themſelves by that New Conqueſt, and whiclt 
ate of that —— as to render them in a very ſhort time, one of the moſt 
Rich and Po Colonies that ay — * = pretend to in that New World.
